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THE TULLIS MURDER. 

Dye and Andersun to be Held Without 
Bail—Clark to be Admitted to Bail 
in $7500. 

SacraMento, September 28.—In 
the Tullis murder case, to-day, Justice 
Alexander said that so soon as all the 
testimony is written up he shall ad- 
mit Clarke to bail in the sum of $7500 
and hold Dye and Anderson for mur- 
der without bail. The testimony is 
all in. Nothing particularly new was 
developed during the examination. In 
addition to the facts already published 
the only testimony implicating Clark 
was proof of the statements by Ander- 
son that Clark knew all about the 
murder before and after the deed; and 
that Clark, after the murder, took 
Anderson in a buggy from Sacramento 
to Nicolas, and that they had a signal 
2 of correspondence by which 

lark could warn Anderson of danger. 

Two or three of these s letters 

were introduced. The Justice held 

that the statements of Anderson in 

Olark’s absence could not bind Clark 

ms be r- inst him, and hence was 

ined to discharge Clark

Constitution of the State of Nevada,

RESOLVED, That there shall be added to the 
present Constitution of this State an Article 
to be called and known as Article XVIII, and 
which shall be as follows: 

ArrticLe XVIII.—The rights of suffrage and 
ofhce holding shall not be withheld from any 
male citizen of the United States, by reason 
of his color or previous conditien of servitude. 

Passed February 15, 1877. 

RESOLVED, By the Assembly, the Senate 
concurring, That Article Eleven wid of the 
Constitution of the State of Nevada be 
amended by adding to said Article Eleven (11) 
section ten (10) thereto, which shall read as 
follows: 

Section 10. No public funds, of any kind 
or character whatever, State, county or mun- 
iciplal, shall be used for sectarian purposes.
